Great Britain hns approached her 
problem of commr rrlnl reconstruction 
nftcr the w ar w ith nn enthusiasm nr.»l 
thoroughness Which holds both sugg« 
tlon and Inspiration for tho United 
States. 
If America Is to retain nml 
enlarge on tho astonishing growth of 
her foreign trade In the last three and 
a half years she will do well to follow 
tho British example. 
British reconstructlonlr ts take duo 
cognizance of tho two periods of post­ 
w ar activities— tho period of readjust­ 
ment to a new peace basis and tin- de­ 
velopm ent o f business upon that basis. 
But In tho plans o f Great Britain's 
biinbstry o f Reconstruction these tw o 
periods largely overlap. 
It Is the vital 
aim of that body to make the period 
o f transition as brief as possible. 
The Idea o f British leaders Is that If 
the empire Is to endure there must be 
such refitting o f men and Industries to 
meet changed circums tances find such 
Indirection of effort as will Insure the 
utmost developm ent Of other resources.
